Found Dead M. W. Thompson Honored 
Several Days 


3 Men, Woman Die In 
Beech Bottom Case; 
Gas Stove Suspected 


WELLSBURG — Brooke County 
authorities attempted to determine 
today what caused the death of 
four persons whose decomposed 
bodies were discovered in a home 
at nearby Beech Bottom Wednes­ 
day night. 
Sheriff Thomas Boyd said the 
three men and a woman apparent­ 
ly had been dead several d a y s 
when they were found in a home 
overheated by a gas fire. 
He identified them as: 
William (Shorty) Craft, 55, fath­ 
er of Philadelphia Eagles profes­ 
sional football player Russell Craft. 
Mr. and Mrs. Marshal Lane, 46 
and 41, respectively, of Freedom. 
Lucius B. Davis, 65, a roomer 
in the Lane home. 
Brooke County Coroner C. R. 
Megahan ordered the bodies re­ 
moved to the Weirton General Hos­ 
pital for investigation in the cause 
of the tragedy. 
The b o d i e s were discovered 
about 6 p. rn. yesterday when a 
neighbor, Ernest Simmons, peered 
through a window and sa w a 
man slumped over the kitchen ta­ 
ble. 
Boyd said officers later found 
the bodies of a man and woman 
on the kitchen floor and the body 
of another man in the living room. 
Simmons peered through th e 
window, he said, after neighbors 
on a party telephone line became 
suspicious when Craft’s telephone 
did not answer for several days 
when they thought he should have 
been home. 
Mortuary attendants said death 
possibly could have been due to 
gas asphyxiation, although the gas 
heating stove still was burning. 
The four victims last were seen 
Sunday night when they visited a 
nearby tavern, neighbors said. 
Wilbur Smith, 18, a son of Mrs. 
Lane by a previous marriage, had 
gone to the home yesterday after­ 
noon and heard no answer to hi* 
knock on the door, but stayed In 
Beech Bottom, Boyd said. 
Smith helped identify the victims 
after their discovery* 
The Lane couple and Davis had 
gone to visit Craft Sunday. 
In addition to Russ, Craft is sur­ 
vived by another son, Mack Craft 
of Wellsburg, who operates a Weir­ 
ton gas station with his brother, 
Russell, and three daughters, Mrs. 
Dorothy Palmer of Beech Bottom, 
and Mrs. Jean Kosky and Mrs. 
Peggy Kosky of Wheeling, w h o 
married brothers. 
Mrs. Lane also is survived by 
two daughters, Judith Ann Smith, 
£6 , and Catherine Smith, ll, both 
of Freedom, and Lane by h is

CHICAGO IT—This is the tre­ 
mendous price the nation paid for 
accidents in 1953: 
KiUed: 95,000. Injured: 9,600,000. 
The cost: $9,100,000,000. 
The biU was added up today by 
the National Safety CouncU. 
It noted that the 1953 accident 
death toll was 1,000 below the 1952 
total. But it also noted that it was 
more than three times as great as 
the toU of American dead during 
the entire Korean War. 
The motor vehicle held its place 
as the No. I accident killer. Traf­ 
fic deaths numbered 38,300. That 
was a gain of 300 or I per cent 
over 1952. 


Rastovorov Revealed 
As Soviet Russia’s

Constitutional Review 
The purpose of the constitutional provision 
that calls for two-thirds majorities (rn proposed 
amendments was to discourage amendments 
which were untimely. It is now of the greatest 
importance that no one is claiming a two- 
thirds majority for any of the proposals offered 
in the place of the Bricker amendment. 
Since the original amendment, as reported by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee last summer 
and carried over to the second session of the 
83rd Congress, bas been sidetracked by parlia­ 
mentary maneuvering, it is unlikely there will 
be any amendment submitted to the states for 
ratification. 
In view cf the disclosure during Senate debate 
and public discussion of the Bricker proposal 
that constitutional lawyers themselves cannot 
agree on the effect of the proposal or of the 
substitutes offered for it, it would take a mir­ 
acle to get the three-fourths majority needed for 
ratification by the states even if an amendment 
were adopted. 
No one questions the value of the constitution­ 
al review which has grown out of the discua- 
sion opened by Sen. Bricker four years ago 
when he first called attention to the possibility 
that the treaty power of the United States 
might be misused some day to take away some 
of the civil liberties of its citizens. 
Sen. Bricker’s original misgivings grew into 
an issue over the procedure for conducting the 
foreign policy of the United States—and it is 
that secondary issue on which there now seems 
to be a deadlock which will freeze the status 
quo of foreign-policy procedure. 
The issue over his original misgivings has 
been decided unequivocally in favor of Sen. 
Bricker’s point of view. 
There must be no infringement on civil liber­ 
ties through the misuse of the federal govern­ 
ment's treaty power. No administration would 
dare to try it now. 
If one did try it, moreover, citing congression­ 
al confusion as its justification, there still would 
be a constitutional safeguard which so far has 
not been called into play. 
The Supreme Court of the United States never 
has declared a treaty unconstitutional. But it 
never has been established that the Supreme 
Court could not do so if it wanted to. 
The Supreme Court declared its power to do 
so twice in cases in the latter part of the 19th 
century. 
It is not amiss in this connection to recall 
the adage that the Supreme Court pays atten­ 
tion to public opinion and now has been given 
an opportunity to learn that Americans are 
wide awake to the danger of misuse of the 
treaty power even if they are not prepared to 
change the foreign-policy procedures of their 
government. 


No Municipal Isolation 
An incident in Findlay, Ohio, a few days 
ago wrapped up a moral about the growth of 
American cities outside their municipal limits. 
A member of the Findlay council, annoyed 
because “outsiders” were using city water 
and sewage facilities, had proposed that they 
be denied the use of these utilities, on the 
supposition they would then be forced to move 
into the municipality. After a week’s considera­ 
tion, however, better judgment prevailed and 
the proposal was tabled.' 
No city can live in isolation, however much it 
may resent the development of suburban neigh­ 
borhoods. If these neighborhoods are “leeches,” 
as the Findlay councilman charged, they also 
are just as truly residents of the cities as 
though they lived inside certain arbitrary boun­ 
daries which have been outgrown. 
There are no “outsiders.M The -suburbanites 
are part of the cities. 
They help to create the wealth which keeps 
the cities going, and they support the cities’ 
service enterprises with their patronage. In 
Bureau of Census reports, they are listed as 
part of thf urban population of the area in 
which the municipality is the central organi­ 
zation. 
In the not-too-distant future, many American 
“cities” will be composed of the original munici­ 
pality surrounded by a vastly larger area 
with a much larger population. This will be 
the real city. The absurdity of municipal iso­ 
lation then will have become obvious. A city 
will be in law and in economic management 
what it already is in fact — the whole area of 
contiguous population bearing an urban identi­ 
fication.

curate because some countries do 
not keep their population figures 
in good shape, but the estimates 
can be made from the facts that 
are known to* be accurate. 
It is estimated that in 1650, the 
population of the world was about 
500,000,000; an estimate for 1953 
would be 2,500,000,000. The great­ 
est increase has been during the 
past IOO years, since about 1850. 
A conservative estimate, includ­ 
ing all possible errors, would in­ 
dicate that the population of the 
earth has increased fourfold in 300 
years. 


THIS MEANS that the birth-rate 
is more rapid than the death-rate 
despite wars, accidents, birth-con­ 
trol and other life reducers. 
It means at one end, more chil­ 
dren, at the other end more old 
people than earlier societies were 
accustomed to. And therefore it 
means alterations in social insti­ 
tutions because the middle age 
groups carry heavier loads of de­ 
pendents. 
In countries in which the mortal­ 
ity rate is high, the population is 
younger than it is in a country 
such as ours where a large part 
of the population livest beyond phy­ 
sical and mental capability and 
grows increasingly dependent. 
This same report shows the vast 
variations in density of population, 
which means that some countries, 
such as Italy and Japan, are liter­ 
ally splitting at the seams. 
The effect of that, for instance, 
Is evident in the mass migrations 
from Puerto Rico, where the dens­ 
ity is 652 per square mile while 
the world average is 47 per square 
mile. Canada, for example, has a 
population 
density of four per 
square mile. 
Inevitably, those who are crowd­ 
ed will seek to move to areas 
where they can have elbow room, 
as it were. In some countries, 
over-population means increasing 
poverty, perhaps to the point of 
starvation, as in India. 


THE DISTRIBUTION of f o o d 
has always 
been 
unsatisfactory 
and a cause not only for mass 
migrations but for wars. 


The United States is hoarding 
butter, cheese, eggs, wheat and 
jther essential foods at a time 
when many countries lack foods. 
No device has been found in re­ 
corded history for moving food 
effectively from one area to an­ 
other except by ordinary methods 
of commerce. 
The current effort in Great Brit­ 
ain to revive the egg as a food 
may appear humorous to Ameri­ 
cans who have eggs in excessive 
plentitude, but it is a serious mat­ 
ter to the British. 
Those governments which are 
faced by excess population in the 
past have been able to move them, 
as individuals or families, by emi­ 
gration. 
The United States, for instance, 
was peopled by immigration. So 
were Australia and New Zealand. 
Canada has kept her immigration 
down in a struggle between Prot­ 
estants and Catholics for preval­ 
ence. 
Emigration has become increas­ 
ingly difficult not so much be­ 
cause of lack of room for the mi­ 
grants but because many nations 
have set up a resistance to the 
dilution of their cultures by con­ 
stant absorption of aliens of vast­ 
ly diverse cultures. 
In the United States the Mc 
Carran Immigration law reflects 
public opinion that 
immigration 
should be limited, although this 
general view is opposed by partic­ 
ular groups who favor more liberal 
policies toward migrants, particu 
larly such as have been made 
homeless 
by 
c u r r e n t politi­ 
cal changes. 


THE UNITED NATIONS is to 
hold a World Conference on Popu­ 
lation in Rome in September at 
which this question of population 
will 
be 
discussed 
from every 
standpoint. 
It is possible that out of such a 
universal 
discussion 
may come 
more accurate data than are now 
available, resulting in a better 
understanding of what might be 
done with the vast, open spaces, 
particularly the desert lands that 
can hold huge populations after 
adequate and costly engineering. 
The Russians are doing some 
work to reclaim the ’ Kara Kum 
Desert in the Caspian region, but 
scant 
information 
is 
available 
about it. I saw an estimate some­ 
where that this region, if irrigated, 
could hold 50,000,000 people. 
Little is being done with the 
Sahara, although it is one of the 
richest mineral areas on earth and 
could be turned into good farm 
land as has been done to the 
deserts of California- 
This is a major human problem,

Not too long ago Lemke, who 
distributes those automatic photo­ 
graph machines in which a quar­ 
ter gets you and your girl a picture 
of a romantic interlude, told con­ 
gressional investigators that he had 
not wanted them to question him 
publicly: 
“You are afraid for your life, is 
that what' you told our investiga­ 
tor?” a federal prober asked. 
“You’ve had a lot happen?” 
Congressman George Bender ask­ 
ed. 
“I couldn’t have much more hap­ 
pen. My wife is in hysterics right 
mw . . . That’s why I am afraid. 
I spoke my piece. I didn’t want 
to appear in an open hearing. I 
am afraid of my life some of these 
days, gentlemen. I know what has 
happened.” 


THIS LITTLE MAN. this distrib­ 
utor of popcorn and photo ma­ 
chines, sat there before the offir 
cial might of the government of 
the U.S.—and was frightened. 
On that special sub-committee to 
investigate racketeering, sat a con­ 
gressman who, it seems to me, 
should have been far more sensi­ 
tive to this desperate outcry of a 
man who threw his little fortune 
into something he hoped would 
bring him a peaceful living. 
That Solon is Robert Condon of 
California. He is the 
gentleman 
who is now screaming so loudly 
about his own civil rights because 
he was denied access to the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s experimen­ 
tations 
in thermonuclear explo­ 
sions. 
I’ve read myself into near blind­ 
ness in search of one explosion of 
indignation by Rep. Condon. I’ve 
pored over 
pages of 
testimony 
jammed with threats of violence, 
dynamitings, stench bomb attacks 
on property, smashing of windows 
and the other subtleties of big time 
racketeering. 


I’VE READ of the association be­ 
tween one Angelo Meli, arrested 17 


times on charges ranging from kid­ 
naping to murder, and one William 
Bufalino, head of the ‘Juke Box 
Union 985.’ 
I’ve learned of the money loaned 
by Meli to Bufalino, whose con­ 
nections sweep clear across Penn­ 
sylvania and on to New York. 
There is evidence of the harass­ 
ment of scores of businessmen and 
the terror under which live and 
work thousands of union members. 
Yet the record is bare Of Congress­ 
man 
Condon’s 
moral 
outcries 
against this blasphemy of o t h e r 
men’s civil liberties. 
Why? Are civil rights threatened 
only when one is accused or sus­ 
pected of left wing relationships? 
Where is the cult now which roars 
in unison when a man is charged 
with left wing links? Why do they 
not scream as loudly against terror 
on the labor front? Is this area of 
our life inviolate? Is it verboten 
to criticize? 


FOR MORE than a week I have 
been traveling and talking to labor 
leaders and businessmen. They all 
—including one of labor’s highest 
political leaders who headed south 
for the AFL’s Miami Beach Execu­ 
tive Council session last Thursday 
—say that the counter offensive 
must start. Yet it never does,, de­ 
spite the continuing corruption! 
There was, for example, the case 
in Pittsburgh only last week of one 
George Walters. 
Walters is president of the AFL’s 
Pittsburgh Building Trades Coun­ 
cil. He has been honored by his 
community. He was chairman of 
the Pittsburgh Housing Authority 
and a member of the Board of 
Education. 
Criticism of him would h a v e 
brought a horrific outcry a week 
ago. Yet 24 hours later he pleaded 
guilty in federal court to having 
failed to report $35,099 in income. 


THIS WAS MONET he got “on 
the side” from building contractors 
with whom he ostensibly had to 
negotiate for his followers. He’s 
going to jail. 
There is the case of ex-convict 
Laurence Callanan and his two as­ 
sistants. They run Local 562 of the 
Steamfitters Union. They’ve been 
indicated on several charges of vio­ 
lation of the federal anti-racketeer­ 
ing a ct 
This past week these characters 
were busy as bees collecting fifty 
cents a day apiece from some 1,200 
union members for their own de­ 
fense. 
Their goal is $67,000. Of course, 
$50,000 will go for the retention of 
"a prominent lawyer” and $17,000 
for the cost of the appeal. Why 
must any working man take $3 a 
week out of his groceries to defend 
these men? 
Who will stand up for civil lib­ 
erties on this front?

They are impersonal and non­ 
partisan in the United States Sen­ 
ate when it comes to fighting Com­ 
munism inside or outside this coun­ 
try.

or irregularities in governmental 
administration. 
The anti-Communist issue is one 
that has aroused deep feelings, but 
the “grass roots” sentiment is 
that, where there’s fire there is 
smoke and that it is up to the 
Congress as a watchdog to keep 
an eye or. what is being done by 
the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment to ferret out subversives 
and to protect the security of the 
United States. 


MANY PEOPLE who n e v e r 
have understood their own Consti­ 
tution, with its separation of pow­ 
ers and with its checks and bal­ 
ances, have assumed that the leg­ 
islative branch Of the government 
is subordinate to instead of co­ 
ordinate with the executive branch. 
For years there has been a cam­ 
paign belittling or ridiculing mem­ 
bers of Congress and the institu­ 
tion itself. 
There are citizens w h o have 
grown up in recent years believing 
that a 
congressional committee 
hasn’t any 
right to make 
an 
inquiry except when it has a spe­ 
cific legislative aim. 
They overlook the fact that Con­ 
gress can investigate for the pur­ 
pose of w r i t i n g new laws or 
amending the Constitution or to re­ 
peal any laws or provisions of the 
Constitution. 
The citizen is not obligated al­ 
ways to answer the questions of 
Congress, but the committees have I 
a virtually unlimited right to ask 
the questions.

A citizen, acting as an individual, 
has a right to send information 


mation ought to relate solely to 
something concrete of which he 
has personal knowledge as to law 
violation. It is valueless if it is 
only hearsay, or if it is rumor, or 
if it merely concerns another per­ 
son’s views. 


THE QUESTION is a s k e d : 
“Can’t the FBI be depended upon 
to do it all?” Not long ago, J. 
Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI, 
appealed for help from f o r m e r 
Communists and others in touch 
with Communist activities so that 
the government might be better 
informed. 
He has said there is need also 
for the work of congressional com­ 
mittees. By the power of subpoena. 
Congress can bring to light many 
things that the FBI cannot touch 
unless there is concrete proof of 
law violation. 
So far as employment in t h e 
government is concerned, it is not 
necessary for a case to be prov­ 
able in a court of law. It is only 
necessary to establish a reason­ 
able doubt as to the integrity of 
an individual employe. 
Sometimes congressional com- 
ipittees disclose practices t h a t 
have covered up actual and po­ 
tential security risks. 
Today, if a government employe 
refuses to answer a question from 
a congressional committee on the 
ground that it may incriminate 
him, this is automatically grounds 
for dismissal from the government 
service without further proceed­ 
ings.

U.S. Has Second 
Request To Ship 
Butter To Russia 
WASHINGTON US — The Com­ 
merce Department was reported 
today to have before it a second 
application to ship surplus butter 
to Russia, but smaller than one it 
recently rejected. 
A spokesman for the department 
said no decision has yet been made 
on the application of Dwayne An- 


dress, Minnesota soybean miller, 
to export 3,000 tons of government- 
owned surplus cottonseed oil to 
Communist Czechoslovakia. 
It was Andreas who asked, but 
was refused, permission to buy 20,- 
000 tons of surplus butter held in 
storage by the Commodity Credit 
Corp. of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, for resale to Russia.

Army’s 48-Ton 
Tanks Now Can 
Cross Deep Lakes 
DETROIT UU — The Army’s 43- 
ton tanks now can den water wings 
to cross deep streams and lakes 
and keep on fightihg at the same 
time. 
Development of flotation equip­ 
ment to permit this was announced 
by the Detroit Arsenal today. 
Actually, the water wings are 
big floats made from a solid, foam- 
type plastic w h i c h support the 
tanks in the water. 
The Army said it has tested the 
equipment on M47 and M48 me­ 
dium tanks in Lake St. C air. 
The plastic floats were described 
as less than half the weight of 
Balsa wood. Balsa is the Peruvian 
wood which became especially fa­ 
mous for its use in the transpa­ 
cific “kon-tiki” raft voyage. The 
raft was built of balsa trees. 
Not only can the tanks cross 
deep waters but they can fire their 
90-millimeter 
guns and

tation and that what they say is 
not misinterpreted, that they do not 
say things that will make people 
hesitate in going forward." 
“If everyone is standing around 
waiting to see what happens,** the 
secretary remarked, “we have bad 
times.” 
President Eisenhower took some­ 
what the same line yesterday in 
a letter to CIO President Walter 
Reuther. He wrote that an “un­ 
shakable attitude in the capacity of 
the American economy for con­ 
tinued growth" is essential. 
He said he felt sure the country 
could go through what he called 
“the transition now under way" 
without serious trouble, but said 
the administration has taken and 
will continue to take bold steps to 
protect economic stability.

16 persons in the United States 
suffered a disabling injury last 
year. 
The 38,300 traffic deaths were 
recorded during a year when the 
number of vehicles on the road 
and the number of miles they 
traveled reached an all-time high. 
Thus, the death rate per IOO 
million vehicle miles was estimat­ 
ed at 7—the lowest rate on record. 
Traffic accidents resulted 
in 
about 1,350,000 nonfatal injuries. 
Falls brought death to 20,200 
persons, I per cent fewer than in 
1952. Burns cost 6,400 lives, a 4 
per cent decrease. Firearms fatal­ 
ities rose 4 per cent to 2,450.

E ast Liverpool High School lost 
$1,740 operating football during the 
1953 season, it was disclosed at 
the annual report presented Wed­ 
nesday night a t the monthly meet­ 
ing of the Athletic Board. 
Receipts for football during the 
period from Jan. 14, 1953, to Feb. 
I, 1954, totaled $22,312.15. Expend­ 
itures were $34,052.95. 
A balance was repented as of 
Feb. I of $339.12, due to the fact 
that $2,079.92 was carried o v e r 
from 1952. 
The largest expenditure w a s 
$5,235.50 paid out for equipment. 
Another $3,700 was paid visiting 
schools in guarantees. 
After Coach Bob Gibson was ask­ 
ed to cut his equipment budget 
for 1954, the board approved a re­ 
quest from Gibson of $3,300 for 
new equipment, 
The amount covers all football 
from grade school through varsity. 
Gibson reported most of the equip­ 
ment is in good shape with the ex­ 
ception of shoes. His budget calls 
for the purchase of some $800 
worth of shoes. 
The board also discussed the pos­ 
sibility of cutting other expenses 
in operating football games next 
season. No official action was tak 
en, but Hugh E. Sarles, high school 
principal and board chairman, said 
some of the items would be in­ 
vestigated with an eye toward 
slashing costs.

NEW YORK (A — New York 
City’s drive against radio-TV give­ 
away programs that get money 
from the public was defied last 
night by “Strike It Rich,” first of 
the shows to be criticized. 
The program went on the air 
without changing its format or 
waiting for the license the Welfare 
Department said it should have. 
Welfare Commissioner Henry L. 
McCarthy yesterday declared that 
“programs like this are a national 
disgrace” and “play into the hands 
of the Communists.** 
The program questions people 
who tell hard-luck stories. They 
win prizes by correctly answering 
the quiz, and then people phone 
in to offer cash, jobs, homes and 
other aid. 
This puts it in the same cate­ 
gory as a charity, the Welfare De­ 
partment rules, and should be Ii-; 
censed. 
McCarthy’s ire was directed at 
“Strike It Rich” because, he said,! 
at least 55 families, lured by the 
promise of “easy money,** have 
chased the program’s r a i n b o w 
from all over the country right onto 
New York City’s relief rolls. 
The Welfare Department sug­ 
gested that producer Walter Fra-j 
mer change the program’s format. 
Warren Hull, the “Strike It Rich” 
master of ceremonies, briefly told 
listeners last night about th e 
“Heart Fund,” the part of the pro­ 
gram under fire. 
“We have never asked for any 
contributions whatever,” Hull de­ 
clared and told how the fund is 
audited. 
He insisted that it’s all gravy 
for the recipients, none of the 
money going for overhead. 
“Some people sort of criticize 


‘Strike It Rich,’ ” he said. “I don’t 
get it—it’s a funny world.’* 
People who appear on the show 
also get money put up by the 
sponsor, the Colgate-Palmolive Co., 
if they answer questions correctly.

CHARLESTON lf) — Speculation 
centered on the selection of a state 
chairman from a field of three 
or four potential choices as Repub­ 
licans f r o m over West Virginia 
gathered here for a dual-purpose 
today.

Hallanan of 
Charleston and Rush D. Holt of 
Weston, the unsuccessful candidate 
fen* governor in 1952 on the GOP 
ticket. 
A m ajor object of the dispute 
has been the leadership of Spencer 
Creel of Parkersburg as the state 
executive committee chairman. 
Creel was expected for today’s 
session, but should he be absent, 
J. O. Lakin of Charleston, senior 
vice chairman, presumably would 
preside. 
Should Creel resign, as he once 
suggested, or be removed, as has 
been threatened, Lakin looms as 
one of the potential choices of tile 
embattled committee members. 
Other prospects appeared to be 
D. Boone Dawson, former Charles­ 
ton mayor; Myron R. Renick of 
Fayetteville, a former committee 
vice chairman, and Robert H. C. 
Kay of Charleston, who s e r v e d 
eight years as the state chairman. 
McCarthy’s 
appearance 
w a s 
scheduled for 8 p. rn. at the Mu­ 
nicipal Auditorium where the con­ 
troversial investigator is billed as 
a Lincoln Day speaker. But 
to 
many his presence takes second 
place to what is expected to be a 
stormy session at the Daniel Boone 
Hotel at 2 p. rn. 
Many of those expected at the 
committee session already h a v e 
expressed views in the month of 
open controversy which preceded 
the meeting. Among them: 
Randolph Bias of Williamson, 
79-year-old veteran member of the 
committee, who said he would pro­ 
pose creation of a nominating com­ 
mittee as a peaceful solution to 
the controversy. 
Dr. Henry D. Hatfield of Hun­ 
tington, former governor and U.S. 
Senator, who said “I have t h e 
conviction that the sooner the state 
committee performs its d u t y and 
selects a new chairman itself, the 
better it will be for the results 
of the election.” 
Paul R. Humphreys, Huntington 
committee member, who suggest­ 
ed that both Hallanan and Creel 
resign because, he said, both had 
failed to demonstrate their confi­ 
dence in the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. • 
From his home in Weston, Holt 
said he was maintaining a hands 
off attitude as far as the committee 
was concerned, that ‘‘My only dis­ 
pute is with Hallanan.” 
He said that numbers of people 
had asked him to attend t h e 
Charleston meeting but he had not 
fully made up his mind. 
Creel, who earlier said he would 
resign, said yesterday he did not 
know whether he would submit his 
resignation because ‘‘I haven’t had 
an opportunity to consult with the 
party leadership.” 
Asked by a reporter if the ‘‘party 
leadership included Hallanan, he 
replied, “Naturally.” 
Creel called a committee meet­ 
ing for Parkersburg next Feb. 27, 
before today’s meeting was called 
into session by a petition signed 
by 55 of the group’s 66 members.

Priest Ends Study Of Ceremony 
On Which Navajos Base Lives 


By STEVE LOWELL 
ALBUQUERQUE 
(A— A frail, 
white-haired Franciscan priest has 
completed the first study of the 
ceremony mi which the Navajos 
base their lives. 
The Rev. Berard Haile, OFM, 
who has lived with the tribes 
men 54 years, has finished the 
story of what the Navajos call 
“blessing way.” 
Ready for publication, it’s print­ 
ed in Navajo accompanied by the 
English translation. 
Father Berard, of S t Mcihael’s, 
Ariz., started studying the lan­ 
guage “the morning I got there,” 
in 1900. After years of prepara­ 
tion, he worked out an alphabet. 
Then he was ready for this ad­ 
vanced work. 
You might compare the cere­ 
mony to biblical legends on which 
Christians base all their varied in 
terpretations. 
ITus prehistoric ceremony ex­ 
plains why, if a Navajo holds to 
his religion, he always will have 
a traditional dome-shaped Navajo 
home, the hogan, regardless of 
how wealthy he may become. 
For in blessing way are found 
the strict delineations not only of 
the homes of “the people,” as the 
Navajos call themselves, but of 
their entire life. 
In general, it’s a prayer for a 
blessing on the Navajos and their 
property. 
It was a tremendous task for the 
little priest who always says “we” 
when he speaks of the Navajos. 


Although they affectionately call 
him “The Little One Who Drags 
the Garm ent”—his cloak—he en­ 
countered great difficulty in dig­ 
ging out details. 
“ I had to ask specific questions 
about every part,” he said, “for 
the Navajos think they lose some­ 
thing 
when 
they 
im part 
their 
knowledge. It’s their breath—their 
life. They won’t offer any more 
than what is specifically asked and 
paid for.” 
Chicago University supplied his 
“field costs.” 
For IO long years he gleaned 
the information bit by bit, most of 
it in the winter when “Mr. Bear, 
Mr. Snake and Mr. Thunder were 
hibernating.” 
During the rest of the year, 
Father Berard explained, disclos­ 
ure of sacred secrets might be 
'overheard. He told of a time when 
the roll of distant thunder broke 
up a talk he was having with a 
Navajo oldster. 
A lifetime of effort has reached 
a peak, and now Father Berard is 
looking for a publisher. After that 
—there is the fascinating connec­ 
tion of tile Navajos and the Chiri- 
cahua Apaches, their cousins. 
Spry little Father Berard, who 
began life in Canton, Ohio, 80 
years ago, hopes to complete a 
work on the Chiricahua 
“ wind 
way” before the curtain drpps.

Speaker Says Though 
Republican Congress 
Needed For. Passage 


WASHINGTON US — Speaker of 
the House Martin, speaking of a 
new “zip to things*' in Washing­ 
ton, predicted today the Eisen­ 
hower program will be “well on 
its way to complete enactment** 
before Congress quits this summer. 
But the veteran Massachusetts 
legislator said in a talk prepared 
for a luncheon meeting of the Re­ 
publican National Finance Commit* 
tee that President Eisenhower’s 
broad legislative recommendations 
would never be finally approved 
unless a “Republican Congress’* is 
returned in the November elec­ 
tions. 
“It is a big, complex program, 
but in my opinion we will be able 
to enact the great bulk of it,** he 
asserted, adding: 
“Nothing can be more vital to us 
than the re-election of a Republi­ 
can House and Senate this fall.** 
Republicans were here from ev­ 
ery state for a three-day rally and 
campaign talks. The finance group 
met first to decide on an expanded 
1954 campaign budget 
Among what he termed accomp­ 
lishments of th e administration 
Martin listed a “firm, understand­ 
able foreign p o l i c y based on 
strength and leadership rather 
than appeasement.'* 
Domestically, he said, inflation 
“has been checked and the cost of 
living is going down.*' 
But over all, Martin said, tfiere 
is a “new atmosphere in Wash­ 
ington,*’ the air is '“fresher and 
crisper,** and there is a “zip to 
things that was long lacking from 
the Washington scene.** 
The speaker said the new se­ 
curity program has resulted in 
elimination of an unnamed num­ 
ber of Communists and subver­ 
sives from the government pay­ 
rolls. He added more than 800 
Reds, subversives, alien criminals 
and racketeers have been deported. 
The Republican session studied 
a budget for this year’s congres­ 
sional campaign. 
The party’s national Finance 
Committee was called into closed 
session amid talk the 1950 budget 
of $1,900,000 might have to be 
nearly doubled because of the 
prospect of increased use of tele­ 
vision and radio. The year 1950 
was the last when an exclusively 
congressional election was held. 
The National Committee begins 
a two-day session tomorrow. The 
high spot will come tomorrow night 
when President Eisenhower speaks 
at the annual Lincoln Day box 
supper at a sports arena.

Police Nab Assailant 
Three Hours Later 
Talking To Priest 


HOLLYWOOD IT—Three persons 
were shot and wounded in a Holly­ 
wood hotel last night and three 
hours later heavily armed police 
closed in on the Wadsworth Vetr 
erans Hospital and cornered a gun­ 
man while he was admitting the 
shooting to a Catholic priest. 
While the gunman, identified as 
Albert Markle, 32, held a gun and 
talked with the priest for an hour 
and a half, 15 officers armed with 
rifles and tear gas bombs arrived 
at the hospital and stationed them­ 
selves outside the priest’s office. # 
Police Sgt Al Barr said the offi­ 
cers kept Markle covered but wait­ 
ed while he talked -for fear of in­ 
juring the priest. Father Freder­ 
ick Lamb Jr., hospital chaplain, 
and another man, Lt. F. W. Green 
of the hospital police force, who 
was in the room. 
“We were just going to give him 
another two minutes to surrender 
his gun when he finally turned it 
over to Green,** said Barr. 
Markle was handcuffed after sur­ 
rendering his gun and then booked 
on suspicion of attempted murder. 
Detectives said that earlier in 
the evening he had appeared at a 
small Hollywood hotel, pointed a 
gun at George Lawless, 58, a male 
nurse, and demanded to see a Mrs. 
Juanita Simmons, 41. Lawless said 
he took Markle to Mrs. Simmons* 
room, where her invalid father, 
Charles Piers, 80, also was pres­ 
ent. 
Lawless said 
Markle 
formerly 
had been a caretaker at the hotel 
and also had acted as h nurse for 
Piers. He said Markle brandished 
his gun when he arrived in the 
room, argued over the' selection of 
TV programs and became en­ 
raged. 
Police said Mrs. Simmons told 
Markle: **We know you’ve been 
drinking, Al. Leave us alone and 
go away.**

that 
Markle then fired three shots at 
Mrs. Simmons as she stood up and 
four shots at himself and Piers. 
Mrs. Simmons was seriously hurt 
with two wounds in the stomach. 
Piers and Lawless were shot in 
the legs. 
Detectives said Markle then took 
a taxi and went to the Wadsworth 
hospital in West Los Angeles. 
A receptionist at the hospital told 
police that when Markle entered 
he demanded to see a priest and 
laid: 
“I just killed three people. Do 
you think I’m kidding?”

Best Meat Buy, 
Official Says 


Reductions Up To 6 
Cents On Sirloin, 
Roasts Scheduled 


By TIM Associated Press 
••Overall, beef still looks like the 
best buy in meats,** an official of 
a large food chain said this week. 
Data from stores in various parts 
of the country appear to support 
his statement. 
Beef Kerns such as sirloin steak, 
rib roast and spot roast will be 
weekend features at many stores, 
with reductions of up to six cents 
a pound. However, prices will not 
be cut everywhere in some places 
riba of beef will rise two to as 
much as six cents a pound. 
Leg of lamb and shoulder lamb 
chops will be specials in some 
stores. In general, leg of lamb 
pricey will%be about the same as a 
week ago. 
Pork chop price tags will be un­ 
changed in most places, too. 
Booming egg production is show­ 
ing up at the retail level. Price 
reductions of two to four cents a 
dozen will be fairly common this 
week. Increases in the flow of milk 
to market brought a reduction of a 
half-cent a quart in some areas 
this week. 
Butter prices will be the same 
as a week ago in nearly all mar­ 
kets. During the week, the Nation­ 
al Assn. of Margarine Manufactur­ 
ers announced that margarine pro­ 
duction in 1953 hit a record 1,291,- 
803,000 pounds, topping production 
of creamery butter distributed to 
commercial channels. 
The Senate Agriculture Commit­ 
tee recommended this week that 
the government regulate trading 
and speculation in coffee in an ef­ 
fort to head off any more skyrocket 
rises in retail prices. The Nestle 
Cq., Inc., largest manufacturer of 
instant coffee in the world, de­ 
clared that consumers seeking to 
economize are drinking more and 
more instant coffee. Makers of in­ 
stant coffee contend that ifs cheap­ 
er to use, primarily because there’s 
no waste. 
* 
Produce men said wholesale 
prices declined on most vegetables 
this week. The outstanding buys, 
they said, are lettuce, potatoes, on­ 
ions and cabbage. Among the few 
vegetables going higher are car­ 
rots and celery.
